Turns Promoter 


London, Mar. 


30.—Jackic Paterson, who has 


held six boxing titles—five of them at the.same time, ° 


including the world Oyweight title—has retired from . 


the ring to take up the promotion side of the fight. 


Paterson, 


a 28-year old 


“southpaw” from 


Glasgow, announced his decision after losing his'two 
remaining titles, the British and Empire bantam- 
weight crowns, to Stan Rowan, of Liverpool, recently. 


He and his mannger, Pat 
Collins, will promote boxing 
shows in Glasgow, where a re- 
gular boxing promotion body 
is: much needed. Few boxers 
could have had such an event- 
ful career as Paterson. 

At the age ‘of five, he went 
to the United States with his 
family as emigrants. He re- 
turned to’ Scotland 10 ‘years 
later when he first put on the 
gloves in an ‘amateur show, 
ane he turned professional at 
Paterson's unorthodox style 
and powerful punching gained 
him- many - quick-victories,—but- 
he was prone to being knocked 
out, ond suffered many hand. 
injuries through his bones 
being too briltle. . 

He won the British Aywelght 
tltle in 1930 at the age of 18 
and outpolnted Kid Tanner, 
then the British Gulana triple 
crown champion, for the Em- 
pire flyweight tithe in March, 
10949, 

He knocked out Peter Kane 
in 61 seconds in June, 1943, to 
win the world title and a 
Lonsdale belt. 

Paterson won the Empire 
bantamweight titie in  Sep- 
tember, 1945, and the European 
bantam crown In March, 1946, 
when he won on_a foul from 
Theo Medina, of France. The 
Scot lost that title to Medina 
after that ‘year when he 
“Knocked himself ‘out.” 

It happened when Paterson 
swung at the Frenchman, missed 
and fell heavily, He apparently 
twisted his thigh ond was unable 
to risz. The referee counted 
him out and Medina won on a 
knockout without. having dell- 
vered the blow. : 

The British bantam title came 
to Paterson in 1947, One of his 
biggest bugbears in recent years 
hag been! his struggle to make 
the fywelght limit. 

He weakened himself on a 
number qf occasions when 
matched and the effort caused 
him io be deprived of ‘his 
flywelght titles, :

The agents told Reuter that 
the ships coming. to British ports 
bound for India, Pakistan and 
Ceylon were the Iemsterkerk, 
Streef Kerk, Lleve Vrouwekerk,, 
Lienerkerk and Leuvekerk.

Batavia, Mar. 30.—Tho 
Dutch Army _ officially 
announced today plans 
for the speedy ecstablish- 
ment of a now Federal 
Army in Indonesian. é 

These new Indoncslan troops 
will gradually replace the Dutch 
expeditlonary forces here. 

Tho announcement said the 
plans call for the welding of 
18,000 Indonesians into the new 
Army this year and that training 
will be started shortly. 

The new organisation’s ‘back- 
bone will be the existing 
“Security Battalions,” the Dutch- 
sponsored Federal states and 
former Republican combat 
groups, some of which have 
alrendy shown willingness to 
co-operate with the Dutch. En- 
listment, recruiting and training 

| pay will be based on the scheme 
already adopted for the “Sccurl- 
ly Battalions” (largely con- 
sisting of volunteers). 

Half of this. year’s 18,000 
men will be infantry and. the 
others will serve in the Air 
Foree, Quartermaster and other 
auxiliary branches.

It said the new Federalist 
soldiers will initinHly “need the
